so that it was not an unfrequent mishap for 
some poor fellow on one side or the other to 
receive a final discharge.

university soon Became mo lified by th? institution 
called colleges, that sprang upin their midst. Bir 
William Han ilton informs us that the causes which 
originally promoted the e:tiblishment of col- 
i¢ges, and occasioned their increase, was the 
scarcity of lodgings for the vast crowd 
that attended on the universities, and the hardships 
to which poorer students were uently exposed. 
These things moved compassionate indivicuus to 
provide houses, in which a certain number of in- 
digent scholars might be accommodated with free 
lodging during the progress of their studies; for 
the universities furnished no domitories. They 
di¢ not at “ftirst own any bnildir gs 
themselyes, but rented such as were Ssuita- 
ble for their purposes—and those. too, of 
the plainest kind. In process of time, fellowships 
and scholarships were endowed in each college,and 
ee became organized communities, so that each. 
under the government of its *‘Head” and his assist- 
ants, had its own special code, and its own special 
mode of administering it—all of them in theory still 
under the — administration of university gov- 
ernment—imperia in imperio. 

It was not very long before,ia the language of 
Hamilton, “domestic instruction was generally in- 


troduced into these establishments. The rector, 


either by himself or deputies, repeated with their 
bursars their public lessons, resolved difficulties 
they edge propose, — deficiencies in their 


knowl and moderated at their private disputa- 
tions.” The custom of ‘domestic instruction’ soon 
grew habitual, and was accepted asa rule and law; 
and it was finally carried to such an extreme as to 
elicit from Hamilton the indignant charge that 
these coll were ‘‘so many little universities’’ in 
the university, though utterly incompetent to play 
sucharole. ‘‘In the university system,” said he, 
“the cycle of instruction was disiributed among a 
body of teachers, all professedly chosen from merit, 
and each concentrating his ability on asingle ob- 
ject in the college, every branch necessary to be 
learned is monopolized by an go geen hopper es 
to teach all, though probably Ill quali to teach 
any.” The result, therefore, is that while the pro- 
fessors still delivered their lectures, it is not ne: @;- 
sary for honors or degrees that the students should 
attend them. ‘‘The real teaching of the undergrad- 
uate members is done by college tutors and prelec- 
tors, and by a class of special trainers known as pri- 
vate tutors, who have no recognized ea any in 
either the university or college o zation, and 
are paid by their pupils for work which college en- 
dowments and fees are designed to provide.” ; 

But the university gives examinations annually 
which the students must satisfactorily pass for de- 

ess and honors; and the university, not the col- 
eges, confers the degrees. 

It.will be seen then that the definition of the 
English university essentially includes the idea or 
the coll¢ges. 

4. The American idea of the university differs 
somew bat from the German idea, in the fact that it 
ineludes the college; and from the 
English idea in organisms and  pre- 
rogatives it assigns to the college, viz: 
that each of these institutions is to have one or more 
fixed curricula, andin tre ease of each, in the 
longurge of Hamilton, “the cycle of instructicn_is 
distributed among a body ot teachers, all professedly 
chosen from merit, and each concentrating his 
ability on a single subject.” In this 
last respect, the only difference in 
theory tetween the American college and 
the German university consists in the number and 
extent of topics each professes to teach, Johns Hop- 
kins university announces that it “is organized upon 
the idea that university instruction is distinct from 
collegiate instruction which it presupposes; in other 
words, that the college is perpetnated, aud that col- 
lege training, good in itself, leads .up to university 
instruction, either in the schools of jaw, medicine, 
and theology, or as antecedent fo numerous modern 
yoeations that require special preparation in addi- 
tion to gene:al discipline.” Consequentiv, Johns 
Hopkins. tbat calls itself a university, organized 
itself with ‘‘a college for undergraduates, and many 
—e of instruction for more adwanced stu- 

ents,’ 

Harvard, Yale and Princeton, that used to call 
themselves colleges, bave changed their names -to 
universities; because, retaining their undergraduate 
course, they have made provision in teachers and 
other equipments to meet all the demands that 
might be made on them for instruction in the 
whole range of human inquiry and knowledge now 
in demand in their lotalities: These institutions 
advanced gradnally to their present completeness in 
reeponse to public demands made on thim from 
time to time, and they will advance further as pop- 
ulation becomes denser and communities become 
older; and the stock of knowledge becomes greater, 
and the studions elasses 80 emancipated from 
the necessity to struggle for subsistence as to conse- 
conte anya tolearning, investigation and re- 
searen. ; 

In 1570, the University of Georgia unwisely at- 
tempted to transform itself into the ide: expressed 
by the definition of a university, as given n this pa- 

YY, and as represented by the German institution. 

n 1878 it organized itself according to the American 
idea of a university, and is gratified to find its 
course justitied by tne original, of course, and inde- 

erdent action of such instiuitions as Harvard. 

‘ale and Princeton. Retaining the undergraduate 
course, and adding to the old time A. B. curriculum 
other curricula, 80 as to pe: undergrades the option 
of modern languages and of a greater degree of phi- 
losophy andgeience than was admissible in the 
chetiy disciplinary A. B. course, it added schools in 
which young men might preparé themselves as 
civil and mining engineerz, as chemists, : § physicists 
and as scientific farmers. These were ali the public 
demands that met the ear of the university, which 
it head the pecuniary resources to meet, and it 
has such an organism as to enable it promptly to 
mect other demancs as they are from time to time 
made—provided the pecuniary resources be furnish- 
ed for that pase. Of course, as demands mult!- 
ply, men and appliances must muliply aiso,. 

$ the question asked, is the University 0. Georgia 
equal to those institutions in Germany, aid these 
o.hers n the United States, whose names tiave been 
mentioned? The prompt and , Fr» <r axswer is. no, 
And it is not paradoxical to say ‘hit it is better for 
that reason. In the first place, t! cre is no demand 
in this !a i ude for the extent of ‘e:rning tendered 
Ly the German university. The majority of cur 
co.lge-bred men have t) use their knowle Ige asa 
means of subsistence; and they are not tempte? 
or permitted, to go far beyond their 
bael e or degrees; first, because they are 
rressed “a necessities, and haye no time; second. 
ecause they could not fiid market for wares of 
higher degree, Suppose we were to establish ehnirs 
here to teach Chaidee, Sra’, Arabic, Hebrew 
g umaritan, Ethiopic and 0.4 Pnenician, how many 
pupils could we count on from Georgia? Suppose 
we should offer to teach the Roman e Languages 
including Old French Philology, Ttalian 
Philology, and Od Prenen Palaogra- 
would’ pupils crowd our halls fiom 
icorgia? In short, suppose we should multiply 


teachers in all departments represented in the un- 


dergraduate course, and offer to lead pupils in their 
investigation so astoenable them to master and 
possess all the knowledge directly or indirectly econ- 
nected with them, how many would permit us to 
take them by the dand accompany us in .this 
lifetime investigation? . 

The university must advance as calls are made: 
but how can itdoso without pecuniary resources? 
Johns Hopkins commenced operations with an-en- 
dowment of more than ¢3,000,000, and it can afford 
to goeverin advance of demands, and by a con- 
spicnous exhibition of men and resources. atti mt 
to stimulate demands for the learning itoflers. With 
its pecuniary resources, it is: b:e not only to enzage 
the services of men of the highest attainmente 
but also in numbers so great as to enable the pro- 
fessors, relieved from overwork in the recitation 
rooms, to devote time and labor in the production 
of books and other publications in the lines of their 
investigations. Fifty-one (51) professors are em. 
tloyed profitably by a university that in so few 
pears has sprung to distinguished success and use-

Carried to Maine by a Union ‘Soldier and 
Recovered by Advertising.

Twenty-five years ago a regiment of Maine 
soldiers were encamped on Arlington Heights, 
and the boys, understanding that anything be- 
longing to the rebels was common property and, 
therefore, subject to confiscation, ransacked 
the old Lee mansion pretty thoroughly. They

captured old pipes, cigars, wines and pictures 
and everything that was portable.

Conceive a little, narrow-shouldered man of 
between forty and fifty, with long, straight hair, 
a magnificent forehead, dark yet brilliant eyes, 
and a manner full of alertness and intellectual 

race, This was George Lewes, whom Douglas 

errold had once stigmatized as ‘“‘the ugliest 
man in London,” averring at the same time that 
he had caused the chimpanzee in the Zoologi- 
cal Gardens to die ‘‘out of jealousy, because 
there existed close by a creature more hideous 
than himself.’’ But George Lewes, though 
not an Adonis, was certainly not ugly. The 
great defects of his face were the coarse, al- 
most sensual mouth, with its protruding teeth 
partly covered by a bristly moustache, and the 
small, retreating chin; but when his face 
lighted up, and his eyes sparkled, and the 
mouth began its eloquent discourse, every im- 
perfection was forgotten. Conceive, next, the 
tenth muse, or sibyl, lounging in an armchair, 
and shading her face idly with a handscreen ; 
a powerful-looking middle-aged woman, with a 
noticeable nose and chin, a low forehead,a 
fresh complexion, and f and very mobile 
mouth. Dress, on this on, a plainly cut, 
tight-fitting dress of blue cashmere, fastened at 
the throat with a cameo brooch. This was 
‘‘Mawrian Evans,’’ as Carlyle called her, the 
George Eliot of the novels.

“George Eliot gazed on the company boldy, 
With the limbs of a sylph and the head of John 
Locke ! 

IT had been ae hegre struck by her resem- 
blance to Lock’s well-known portrait engraved 
as a frontispiece tothe ‘‘Essay.’’ At that time 
her figure was graceful to elegance. When I 
last saw her, shortly before her husband’s death, 
she stooped painfully asshe walked, and wore 
an old-fashed crinoline.—‘‘A Look Round Lit- 
erature,’ by Robert Buchanan.

Sixty Bales of Cotten and- Five Hundred 
Bushels of Corn With Three Plows. 
From the Hawkinsville, Ga., Dispatch.* 

Mr. Pope Brown, one of the most intelligent 
and practical farmers in this part of the state, 
has done some extraordinary farming this year. 
He owns a farm of 125 acres, a portion of the 
Jand being within the corporate limits of 
Hawkinsville. 

Mr. Brown caltivated the 125 acres this year 
with three horses. He planted eighty acres in 
cotton and forty-five acres in corn. He has 
already picked, ginned, packed and sold fifty- 
six bales of cotton averaging five hundred 
—— to the bale, and has .speut the money. 

fe will get five or six bales more, making 
sixty bales from the eighty acres. 

Tle forty-five acres in corn yielfed over five 
hundred bashels. Good crops of crowd ‘peas 
aml peavine hay were alse anade. 

If a man can make sixty bales of cotton and 
five hundred bushels of corn with three plows, 
it is nonsense to say that there’ is no money in 
farming in Georgia. 

Mr. Brown used as fertilizers green cotton 
seed and guano. Hesays he proposes to make 
eighty bales on eighty acres as soon as he can 
get his land to the proper degree of strength 
and fertility. 

The plowing was doné with three horses, and 
not mules. The horses were worth about $125 
each. Mr. Brown said he was not willing to 
pay from $175 to $200 for mules, and as he had 
three small horses he depended upon them;

Governor Gordon on yesterday approved 
the following acts recently passed by the gen- 
eral assembly. During the day others were 
sent in, and on Monday he will report to the 
legislature the list of those approved. Those 
Signed yesterday are as follows: An act to 
create a board of commissioners of roads and 
revenue for Irwin county: an act to create a 
board of commissioners of roads and revenue 
for Clayton county ; an act to require the regis- 
tration of all the qualified voters of Bartow 
county; an act to authorize the mayor 
and council of the city of Savannah 
to require paving and grading, and ima- 
ecadamizing of streets, when the same becomes 
nm cessary: an act to so far modify the laws 
ayainst lotteries in Georgia as to enable certain 
parties, named in theact, to carry out a scheme 
whereby a home for the widows and orphans 
of the confederate dead can be maintained ; 
an act to amend the law requiring the regis- 
tration of qualified voters in Cobb county; an 
act to require the payment of road accounts In 
Chattooga county; an act to authorize the 
wardens and vestry of Trinity church, in Co- 
lumbus, to sell and execute papers conveying & 
titie to certain land held by them for church 
purposes; an act to amend paragraph 30, sec- 
tion 1, of an act of March 2nd, 1578, to organize 
a county court in the counties of Calhoun, 
Baker, Quitman, and Miller, and to provide 
for the election of judges thereof; an act to 
incorporate the Georgia Mutual Fire Insur- 
afice company; an act to amend incorporation 
of the Atlantaand West End Street railroad 
so as to allow it'to extend its line to West- 
view cemetery, and in other directions; an act 
to incorporate the Guaranty Mutual Fire In- 
surance company; an actto amend incorpora- 
tion of Carnesville, in ranklin county: an 
act to amend act establishing new charteg for 
the citv of Atlanta so as to provide for the 
board of water commissioners, to be composed 
of one member from each of the six wards of 
the city, together with the mayor and chair- 
man of the water committee of council, who 
spha!] be ex-officio member of the commission, 
and for other purposes.
